FAVORABLE WEATHER SPEEDS CONSTRUCTION

Lexington. Ky., January — The allotment of rac- 

ing dates for Kentucky tracks will not be made un- 
til all members of the State Racing Commission can 
U* present, and this l^ecanse of the absenev of Chair 
man K. F. Clay, who is now at his winter home in 
J'lorida. is not likel.v to be done for .ibout sixty days. 
'I'hi.s was made known detinitely upon the arrival 
hen* fnan .New York this inorukig of (leneral .Man- 
iij.er Malt .1. Winn of the New Ixniisville .loi-ke.v Clnh, 
wh«» eame e.\iH*<ting that there wotild be a meeting 
of tb«* eommission tomorrow. After be had talked 
wltli Vi<*e-<*hairm in .Milton Young of the commission 
and .'*s*ei* tary tJarrett Wil.son of the Kentucky Asso- 
eiatiou. Colonel Winn expressed satisfaction with 
the decisi«m of Colonel Y’oung not to call a meeting 
at this time. “To have dates known in January 
would be some advantage. l»ut we can proceed quite 
as well with the understanding tliat we are to know 
them aliout the middle of .March.” said he. “You 
may say. with ref«rciice to tin* Louisville situation. 
That the managers of I'hnrehill Downs and Douglas 
Park have ugreeil to leave the question of date.s to 
the Kentucky State RH(‘ing Commission and will 
abide Ity the com mission's allotment. There will be 
m» turf war ;it Louisville or elsewliere in Kentucky.

He will return to Juarez t«» stay until April. He 
said tliat the Juarez meetiug is being conducted at 
a profit and tliat for the tirst time since the plant 
was opeii«*4l. it looks like the owners wrill reall»* 
some return uihui their investment. He said he 
found the situation in New York improving, inas- 
inneh as a greater numlwr of people appeared to bo 
kin favor of reopening tin* tracks and hopeful for

■ York legislature. He expressed d<mbt as to a spring 
Bmofting at Mexico t'ity and said the met*ting last

Samuel (’. llildretli was the leading owner of 1911. just as he was in 1910 and 1909. In again securing 
I'.ini this exalted iNisitioii as a turfman ills goenl liors«*s won fur iiim less tluui a tliird of what tliey amassed 
ill 1910. His fleet and staying tliree-year-oid. Zeus, was liis priiioiiial money earner witli $13.9G0 to liis 
credit. Tlien in order his other principal c*ontributors were Hampton ('onrt, Sliannon, The Welkin. Little 
Pal, Restigoiiehe. Royal Meteor. Puggins. Fitz llerliert. Novelty, King James, Gold Rlade and Wooilcruft. 
I'he great stars <»f tin* stable. Fitz llerliert. King James and Novelty, w«*re not raced mu(*U. Novelt.v w’on 
$1 S45, contrasting ill.v with Ills $72.t>.‘U) won in 1910. .At the olo.se of tlie racing season Hildreth sold his 
entire stable to ('barles Koliler and it has been stated tliat its lK*st horses are to lx* sent to England to be 
raced in 1912. witli Hildreth acting ns their trainer. Rut the horses are still in tliis country. Tlie appari'iit 
lesiilt of tills sale is to eliminate Hildreth from American racing, for a time at least. 

I'oincident witli tlie loss of Hildreth is the retirement of James R. KiH*iie from American racing. In 
1!H1. for the first time in many years, his colors were absent from oiir tracks, hut a small stable raced for

Hu* greatest sum ever won in one year by any owner in any eottntry, .Mr, Keene’s fame as an owuer is 
wtrld-wide and his absence from otir racing creates a void liard to fill. One deplorable n*sult and feature 
is the iiiipeiiding loss to our breeding interests througli the probable dispersal of his magnificent Castleton 
Stud. Next to .Mr. Hildreth in the list of successful owners of 1911 was the Tennessee turfman. .Tohn W.

R. F. Caiman, tiiird in 1910, was fourth in 1911. The western tiirfimiii and breeder. Rariiey Sihreilier.

makers eonld. of course, rush throngli a hill, and in 
the event the governor approved it, have it to g * 
into eff«*et immediately, or if Hu* governor shmild 
veto it, they could pass it over his veto immiNllatelr 
and have it be<*ome law.
